I use a 12 volt battery off my generator for power for the radio. Who needs power in the house 
as long as the radio will work? I will get on 20 and 15 meters SSB whenever I get a chance and 
when the bands are open here. With the antenna I have and only 100 watts, I don't think I will 
have a big signal out of Ghana but I have made several contacts so far with good reports. 


I will be in Asamankese, Ghana (which is in the bush), for about 16 months. Date of this post is 


July, 2013. I am looking forward to working as many stations as possible, and I hope you are 
one of them....
